At a press conference at 2:30 on Wed- 
nesday, the football players from Sacra- 
mento State College aired their feelings 
on the recent accusations against their 
coach, Ray Clemons, With a 100% backing 
of the team, a five player committee 
headed by Mike Carter came out in strong 
support of Clemons who, they said, has 
been ‘‘unjustly brought to public ridicule 
and disgrace."’ 

Their strong emotional feelings for 
Clemons appeared throughout the report 
as they constantly referred to Clemons in 
such statements as, ‘‘Coach Clemons is not 
a racist nor is he unfit to leadus . . . Ray 
Clemons has gone far beyond just being a 
football coach, He is not only a competent 
coach but a true friend of those of us who 
have sought his friendship and counsel- 































In reference to the first committee’s 
report on discrimination in the SSC ath- 
letic department, the players deemed it 
“ynfair and ridiculous”. The players said 
that if the leadership or ability of Ray 
Clemons is to be questioned, the proof 
should come from them, In expressing 
their opinion of Clemons the players said 
they felt that a statement by halfback 
Craig Johnson summed up their feelings, 
“If need be, as many investigations as 
required can be initiated to look into al- 
leged racial discrimination and lack of 
leadership traits on the part of Coach 
Clemons, and we would support these in- 
vestigations with full cooperation from the 
football tearn because we are certain that 
the outcome of any and all of these in- 
vestigations would be the same, @ finding 
of nothing but respect and admiration for 
this man whom we affectionately call — 
Papa Cc,”

Butz denies 


Acting SSC president Dr. Otto Butz has 
denied charges that he is anti-athietics, 
and that he is accommodating groups on 
campus that are anti-athletics. 

The charges came from Phil Dynan, 
former SSC sports information director, 
who recently resigned to accept a position 
with Servomation Mathias, Inc., the same 
Baltimore based firm to which former SSC 
president Robert Johns fied. 

Dynan’s contract with SSC would not 
have expired until June 15, but when Butz 
announced late last year that the SID 
position would not be renewed in the bud- 
get, Dynan quickly found other employment 
°ri resigned effective Wednesday, saying 
the climate at SSC was ‘‘unhealthy,.” 

As aparting shot, Dynan said, ‘‘Butz has 
done absolutely nothing to show that he is 
going to support the athletic department 
and athletic personnel, He has said 
or done nothing to oppose anti-athletic 
people.”’ 

Butz, who had been in Los Angeles, 
issued the following statement to The 
Sacramento Union late Wednesday: 

‘*T would like to repeat that my purpose 
has been and remains to strengthen and not 
weaken intercollegiate athletics at SSC, I 
commissioned the first outside study of 
the area at the request, originally, of the 
coaching staff, I have promised the 
coaching staff that they would henceforth

A petition calling for a ‘‘full and public 
apology’’ to SSC football coach Ray Clem- 
ons and SSC basketball coach Jack Heron 
is being circulated on campus by a branch 
of the “All the way with Jack and Ray”’ 
drive that has been organized in the Sac- 
ramento community. 

The committee formed after a special 
committee to investigate charges of 
racism in the inter-collegiate athletic pro- 
gram called for the removal! of the two 
coaches from their coaching positions. 
The recommendation caused immediate 
reaction in the community and led to the 
for mation of the group which is now circu- 
lating the petitions both onand off the SS( 
campus. 

According to Charles Esgrow, who is 
circulating the petition on campus, Clem- 
ons and Heron are not affiliated with the 
drive, although C lemons did attend an early 
meeting of the group. Esgrow is the 
announcer on the KERS (SSC campus 


that before the committee had a chance to 
listen to the tape it had been ertsed., 

In reference to the committee’ s report, 
Carter vehemently opposed the portion that 
stated, ‘‘ ‘Equa! treatment’ of all players 
results in discrimination inasmuch as

The petition ‘‘urges that the committee 
report (recommending the removal of 
Heron and Clemons) be publicly rejected 
and. . .that a full and public apology be 
made to, . .Clemons and, . .Heron for the 
embarrassment and humiliation inflicted 
upon them,’’ 

Esgrow said that the apology asked for 
in the petition would have to come ‘‘from 
the top, which means Otto Butz.’’ Butz 
is the Acting-President of Sacramento 
State College. 

According to Esgrow, the fact that 
another committee has been appointed to 
study the situation means that the first 
committee report which recommended the 
removal of the coaches has not been re- 
jected, Esgrow charged that ‘the rep- 
utation of these two coaches has been 
blighted. After two committee reports, 
no specific charges have been made, and 
now another committee has been appointed. 
So in my opinion, the report has not really 
been rejected. Butz still feels that there 
is a great deal of doubt and the integrity 
of these men (Clemons and Heron) is 
still under question.” 

Esgrow said that he had collected 300 
signatures for the petition on the first 
day that it was circulated on campus, and 
that over 8,000 signatures had been col- 
tected throughout the city. 










the earlier insistence that their promotion 
required a PhD, I have promised them 
that, for the first time, they would be 
significantly involved in the selection of a 
new athletic director.

Her 
teaching is based on the tories 
of Henry George, a 19th Century 
Economist, George observed that 
material progress in ail great 
civilizations has been accompan- 
fed by the deepest poverty. Ac- 
cording to George the downfall of 
the great civilizations of the past 
is due to this ever increasing in- 
equality of the distribution of 
wealth.

Sound tenure system 
must be maintained 


At a time when students are shifting their demands from a ‘‘relevant 
curriculum’’ to “relevant professors’’ it is fitting that we should stop 
to examine the issue of tenure and how students relate to it. 

As reported in the October 19 issue of COLLEGE POLL printed in 
‘*The Sacramento Bee’’, ‘‘Better teachers is the chief demand of the 
nation’s college students . 

** | . , Students at over 100 campuses, representing a cross-section 
of the nation’s 7 million fulltime college population, were asked this 
question by the College Poll representatives: What do you, yourself, 
think is the most important reform you would make on your campus? 

” . Students had the following key complaints about the quality 
of teaching on the campuses: 

— Teachers are disinterested in their courses and are too ‘impersonal.’ 
— Too much emphasis on teachers’ degrees and not enough on their 
ability to teach. 

— Tenure prepetuates (sic) the poor teaching inthe university, regard- 
less of teaching ability. 

— Their are no standards by whichteachers are graded for performance 
in the classroom. 

— There are too many graduate students teaching 9 urses.”’ 

Although this latter issue, that of the extensive use of grad students 
as TA’s, for the most part, does not exist at the California State Col- 
leges, the list cited is fairly representative of grievances which the 
typical CSC student might indicate. 

“The basic weakness is that the college professors are not required 
to be good teachers. They are merely required to get more degrees. 
Many of the professors should never be allowed in class.” 

A Northwestern University senior explained, ‘‘Students today want 
to learn, and expect a professor to teach them. Most don’t. If students 
have to learn by themselves, the university as we know it is a joke.’’ 

If, then, students are dissatisfied with current tenure methods which 
tend to exclude the creative, controversial professor in favor of the 
benign incompetent, why do not students demand a complete end to the 
tenure system? 

This is a crucial question, one which was especially ‘‘hot” 2-3 years 
ago and deserves extended comment. 

It has been only reeeftly that students have begun to realize that it 
is not the administration which is the boogey man, but rather it is the 
faculty which is the source of most power on campus, Three years 
ago students were still speaking of an alliance with the faculty in the 
latter’s demand for 9-unit teaching load and better salary. 

Such cries are seldom heard today. Indeed, for two years we have 
heard students call for an end to a system which has, as | have noted 
above, tended to preserve the position of the benign incompetent. 

I think today we have seen a change in this demand for an end to 
tenure — a ‘“‘readjustment”’, and it is this change to which ! shall 
direct the buik of this statement. 

kh is difficult to cite the particular incident which sparked the 
change — certainly the George Mason Murray and Eldridge Cleaver 
issues contributed and the Angela Davis tussle is uniting student opinion, 
however, today, students have seen more than ever before the im- 
portance of academic freedom and of preserving and . fending that 
freedom by means of the tenure system. 

To cite less imflammatory examples of threats to academic free- 
dom, and the more direct role tenure plays ! offer the following: 

The Students for a Democratic Society in their latest offense 
strategy announced at the conclusion of their Chicago Convention that 
there would be a general assault on conservative in*iimuiions and 
especially the more conservative profs. 

At Sacramento State College the few profs who have been deied 
tenure (involuntarily at least) had that action taken against them because 
of their political views. We can only imagine the considerable greater 
number of profs who might face firing after seven or eight years be- 
cause of political reasons when tenure did not exist. 

The threat to academic freedom, which ultimately affects students 
much more dramatically than profs, is very real today and all of us 
in the academic world — students and faculty alike — are greatly 
concerned about the whole matter of tenure. 

But what are students to do? On the one hand they are confronted by 
the benign incompetent produced by the tenure system and on the other 
by the benign incompetent who could survive in a world of no tenure. 

This paradox is compounded by the fact that at Sacramento State 
College, out of the 4or 5 rejections of tenure in the last four years, three 
of the rejected teachers were especially well-liked by the students and 
the decisions not to recommend tenure were later overturned, either by 
appellate bodies or the department itself. 

Traditionally students have sought to influence departmental de- 
cisions on tenure through the use of student-published teacher evalu- 
ations. These evaluations, for which libel insurance is no longer avail- 
able, did prove to be somewhat effective in pointing to the good qualities 
of all concerned and especially pointed tothe exemplary prof; however, 
because libel insurance is not available, nothing derogatory could be 
said about the benign incompetent. 

We must remember that standards of professional conduct, as 
enunciated in this instance by the AAUP, prohibit one prof from sitting 
in — ‘‘spying’’ — on another prof for the purpose of evaluating the prof. 
Who, then, is to do the evaluating’ Certainly his colleagues cannot do 
it, for they never see him ‘‘in action’’ so to speak.

Goodman is a native New 


Yorker, born in 1911, After grad- 





uating from the City College in 
New York, he received his Ph.D 
in Humanities from the University 
of Chicago, 

Goodman has taught at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, New York Uni- 
versity, Black Mountain College 
and Sarah Lawrence College. He 
was the Knapp Distinguished Scho- 
lar (in Urban Affairs) at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin in 1964, Heis 
a Fellow of the New York and 
Cleveland Institutes for Gestalt 
Therapy and a member of the Uni- 
versity Seminar on the City at 
Columbia University. He is also 
a Fellow of the Institute for Policy 
Studies in Washington, D.C,

Sacramento State College stu- 
dents receiving baccaijaureate de- 
grees in June 1970 and thereafter 
will be required to file a formal 
application (a specia’ one page 
form will be used, no fee is re- 
quired) if they wish to continue 
academic work as graduate stu- 
dents in the Fall. 

In the past graduating seniors 
were permitted to continue, as 
graduates, at their discretion with- 
out filing a formal application for 
graduate school, cent ruling 
by the State Coiiege’s General 
Counsel requires the new proce- 
dure, with the application, 

it is important that seniors who 
will graduate before next Septem- 
ber and who wish to attend Sacra- 
mento Staie College next fall as 
graduate students file an applica- 
tion for admission to Graduate 
School as soon as possible. The 
application filing period for gradu- 
ate students for the Fall 1970 se- 
mester began January 2 and will 
continue until departmental or col- 
lege-wide quotas are reached. 


Unclassified graduate student 
admissions will be restricted and 
reduced, Graduate applicants eli- 
gible to pursue a Master’s degree 
or credential program will receive 
highest priority. Admission as an 
unclassified graduate will depend 
upon justifiable needs and the ab- 
sence of viable alternative courses 
through extension, Permission of 
the Dean of Graduate Studies is re- 
quired for unclassified status ad- 
mission. 

A special application form is 
available at the Student Advising 
desk in the lobby of the Adminis- 
tration Building and may be sub- 
mitted to the Admissions Office in 
the same building between the 
hours of 8:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m, 

Seniors graduating in January 
1970 will not be required to sub- 
mit applications for Graduate 
School if they intend to continue 
enroliment in the Spring 1970 se- 
mester, It is administratively im- 
possible to institute this policy 
change for January graduating

a general crisis confronted all of academe in the state of California, 
Sides were drawn up and many things were in a state of flux. Sacramento 
State Coilege responded to the crisis by holding for the first time in its 
pect) -one year history, a series of convocations at the departmental 
evel at which various issues confronting higher education and the dis- 
cipline concerned were discussed, Issues discussed ranged from racism 
in the university (or ‘‘coliege’”’) to genuine student grievances with their 
faculty. 


As the result of this confrontation, students were invited to elect 
representatives at the departmental level to serve on the committees 
of that department, including retention and tenure. In several commit- 
tees they are accorded voting rights, in others they serve to provide 
important input to the committees. 


Student representation was not new at Sac State (or any of the CSC), 
Indeed I served on the Faculty Personnel Committee in 1966 when SSC 
first experimented with student voting on committees of the Academic 
Senate. However, never before had students been allowed to sit in and 
help decide vn hiring, firing, tenure and promotion matters. 


In his annual message to the faculty of Sacramento State College in 
September, Acting-President Otto Butz encouraged all faculty units to 
hasten their efforts in admitting students into the inner-sancta of the 
academic departments. Dean Harvey Reddick indicated that most 
departments in the School (College) of Arts and Science have some kind 
of student imput. 


My purpose for relating our experiences at Sacramento State College 
is this: it is only at this time that students are beginning to make head- 
way in their efforts to insure a “relevant faculty.’’ Any efforts at 
ending the tenure system or removing it from the local level wouid be 
contrary to the best interests of the student and therefore the society 
as a whole. 


Tenure at the local level insures the highest degree of academic 
freedom and a maximum level of student voice in insuring the people 
of California that they are getting the best for the money. 


To review what | have said: 

While students may at one time have seen good reason to eliminate 
tenure, recent threats to Academic Freedom have united students in 
their belief that a sound tenure system must be maintained. 


Because of efforts of students at the local level to bring about 
“relevant professors’’ as opposed to the incompetent, it is 
absolutely essential that tenure decisions continue to be made at the 
local level. 

it is only in this way that the people of California will be able to 
get the fullest possible use of the professorial staff they maintain to 
educate students in the largest system of higher education in the 


Western Hemisphere.

Chico State College invites Sac - 
ramento State College students to 
enroll in study programs based in 
Ireland, Italy, and Yugoslavia dur- 
ing the summer of 1970, Each 
program offers 6 units of credit.
